New Protests 
To Eire Seen 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—(/) 
The United States government is 
believed to be preparing new dip- 
lomatic moves in an effort to per- 
suade Eire to oust Axis diplomats. 

It is no secret that this govern- 
ment takes a very serious view 
of the presence of German and 
Japanese représentatives in Eire, 
and Prime Minister Eamon De Va- 
lera’s refusal to eject them in no 
way closes the matter. 


Primary consideration from 
Washington’s viewpoint is the suc- 
cess of the forthcoming continen- 
tal invasion and the lives of .Al- 
lied soldiers who will participate. 

It is likely that a reaffirmation 
of the American stand, pointing 
out to the Irish government the 
profound concern its refusal to 
clean out the Axis diplomats has 
caused here, will be the next 
American step. 

Britain already has banned 
travel to both northern and south- 
ern Ireland, and news dispatches 
said the Irish expected lean times. 
In Dublin, the general comment 
was that the British intended to 
blockade the country. 

It is likely that from now on 
American representations to Ire- 
land will be conducted with rel- 
atively quick publicity, in sharp 
contrast to the strict silence im- 
posed until the affair leaked out 
last week. 

It is known that American pub- 
lic opinion carries considerable 
weight in Ireland. The American

At last we came to the end of the road and we walked the 


rest of the way. 

We stood and stared into a little valley in which stood an old, 
square, brick building. It was deserted and decayed. Once upon 
a time, centuries, it had been a prison for very young felons. Crimi- 
nals of-less than ten years of age. That brutality of man had been 
ended, two, three hundred years ago. Because a man had written 
a book which revealed the shame and thus had ended it. 

We followed the little pathway over the moor and at last we 
came to a place where a tiny stream, not more than 10 or 12 feet 
wide, ran singing and gurgling over the rocks, its water crystal 
clear and cold. 

There are steppingstones for travelers along our path to cross 
and, midway of the stream, a larger rock which nature has formed 
in the shape of an arm chair. It was there, they told me, Emily 
Bronte came in summer weather, to sit in this rock chair, midway 
of the little stream, and write. 

I sat in that rock chair myself for a minute or two. 


THE OLD FARM HOME Our destination was an old, an in- 


credibly old, farm home. A low, 
rambling place built of stone gathered from the moors. With a 
thick thatched roof and a look about it as though it had been there 
since shortly after Creation. 

This place, they told me, was right on top of the moor, the 
highest elevation attained by any human habitation there. You 
could see for miles around, in all directions. Yet there was no 
other home in sight. Perhaps some were hidden behind the roll- 
ing hills, I don’t know. 

This was the place Emily Bronte chose for the locale of her 
great story, “Wuthering Heights.” This WAS Wuthering Heights. 

And, standing there, with the summer wind, even on that day 
chill and blustery, wrapping us around, I thought of those three 
girls, and their brother Branwell, who had lived in so distant, so 
remote a place and yet had given to the world some of its greatest 
literature. 

Their lives, you know, were sad. They were lonely children. 
Their mother had died and their father became withdrawn, austere. 
Two older children died early, of tuberculosis. The same disease 
took Charlotte and Anne, at comparatively early age.

York Herald Tribune estimated 
that 900,000,000 man-hours were sacrificed by individuals, lawyers, 
corporate accounts and internal revenue employes in the prepara- 
tion of the March returns. That, it is submitted, is the equivalent 
of 40,708 four-motored bombers, measured in the energy required 


to produce them. 


The estimates may or may not be exaggerated. No one can deny, 
however, that an enormous amount of time was lost by the nation 
beeause of the hair-raking experience. 

It does no good now to blame congress for the woes we all 
suffered in meeting our government obligations. The damage has 
been done and we can look forward with some assurance to the 
prospect that next year we will have an easier time of it. 


But just to keep the record straight, the public should be re 
minded that congress and not the Treasury Department is to blame 
for the tax form tortures we suffered. As usual in most problems 
of the kind, congress handled the matter ineptly. First, it passed 
a half-baked version of the Rum! plan, which the Treasury opposed 
in whole and in part. It would have been better if the forgiveness 
idea had been accepted whole-hog. 


Then after complicating the whole tax procedure with this new 
idea of putting us all on a current basis, congress did nothing about 
simplifying the forms on which the transition would be made. The 
Treasury did the best it could with a bad law. None of us realized 
how really bad it was until we approached the task of filing re 
turns. It was too late then to do anything but squawk and pro 
ceed as well as we could. 

As chairman of the Senate Finance Committee and the House 
Ways and Means Committee, respectively, the two tax-making bodies 
of congress, Senator George and Representative Doughton are to 
be commended for the manner in which they have seized on the 
problem.as one calling for immediate attention. No other tax matter 
will command the consideration of congress, they have said, until 
simplification of returns is achieved. 


GEORGE HAS HOPES ‘Senator George is hopeful of revamp- 


ing existing law to a point where 
some 30,000,000 people will be relieved of the necessity of filing 
income tax returns in the future. He thinks it is possible to elim- 
inate practically all returns up to and including incomes of $5,000 


annually. 

That does not mean that this many taxpayers will be excused 
of paying taxes. What he is aiming at is to have the withholding 
tax so applied that it will remove the need for a vast army of 
small taxpayers to file any return whatever. Their payments to 
the government would be made automatically through the opera- 
tions of the withholding tax, just as social security deductions are 
made from salary and wages.

the most amazing feats in military 
annals—a march through the 
swamp only equalled in human 
endurance by the noted feats of 
Colonel Robert Rogers and his 
Rangers in their search for the 
Northwest Passage. The only dif- 
ference was that Hollywood learn- 
ed of Rogers’ deeds and made a 
movie’ of them, while until a few 
vears ago the heroic expedition 
of General John Floyd, which 
freed Georgia from the depreda- 
tions of the Seminole forever, lay 
forgotten in the musty files of 


War Department reports. 

On the 13th day of November, 
1838, General Floyd, with a com-| 
pany of dismounted dragoons and | 


two companies of volunteers, en-| 


tered the swamp to find the lair of 
the Seminoles, They found, at 
Billy's Island and what is now 
Floyd's Island, only abandoned vil- 
lages, the wily Seminole having 
gotten wind of their coming and 
departed for the Everglades, where 


their descendants live to this day, 
making good money off the tour- 
ist trade. Floyd’s men went in 
on the west, or Fargo side, and 
came out three days later on the 
Folkston side, “the most misera- 
ble creatures that ever walked on 
two legs—wet, hungry, and near- 
ly dead from fatigue,” the gen- 
eral wrote in his report. . a5 
“Many on landing were without 
pantaloons and shoes, these arti- 
cles being torn off by briars, roots, 
and quagmires.” 

The general took great pride in 
the fact that he slogged along at 
the head of his troops, carrying 
his haversack like a common sol- 
cier, and predicted that his march

were good people, though hard- 
headed businessmen, and they 
knew the swamp to be a place of 
refuge for birds and animals rare 
in the nation. They protected the 
birds and the game as best they 
could and they helped the biolo- 
gists and«zoologists and herpetol- 
ogists and ornithologists and all 
the other scientists who began to 
flock into it. 

SOCIETY FORMED 

These men clamored for the 
preservation of the swamp in all 
their writings. They knew it 
as one of the few places on earth 
changed but little since the dawn 
of time. Farseeing folks from 
Charlton and Ware counties urged 
that the swamp be made a game 
preserve. The Okefenokee Soci- 
ety was formed. 

So, in 1938, most of the great 
virgin stands of pine and cypress 
being gone anyhow, except in iso- 
lated spots not worth running the 
amazing little railroad to, the He- 
bard Company sold the swamp 
to the U. S. government. It is 
now the Okefenokee Wildlife Ref- 
uge of the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice of the Department of the In- 
terior. It is nature in the raw 
again, being left alone to create 
her own balances. Fishing only 
is permitted and no man may en- 


‘ter it with gun or trap under pen- 


alty of the federal law. 

The old logging railroad is now 
merely rotting piling. The bear, 
the deer, the wildcat, the coon, the 
alligator, the otter, the mink, the 
great whooping crane, the barred 
owl, the horned owl, all the furred 
and feathered and scaled creatures 
of the swamp have nothing to fear 
now but the occasional poacher 
and their own natural enemies. 
And the poacher is being har- 
rassed by tough patrolmen under 
John Hopkins, refuge manager, 
who logged for Hebard in the de- 
stroying days and is now helping 
build back what has been de- 
stroyed. 

Already the magnificent ivory- 
billed woodpecker, once feared to 
be extinct, has been seen in the 
swamp by Tony Carter, refuge bi- 
ologist.

Highway Users 
Finish Parleys 


The necessity for a provision in 
new constitution pro- 
hibiting the use of funds raised 
from gasoline taxes other than for 
the maintenance and construction 
of highways, and the ways in 
which oil dealers are co-operating 
with the armed forces in winning 
the war were topics for discus- 
sion at the Georgia Highway 
Users last state conference at the 
Ansley hotel here last night. 

J. M,. Sparks, assistant division 
manager of the Shell Oil Com- 
pany, Atlanta, told 280 dealers 
and distributors that “whatever 
revenue is received from special 
levied on highway use 
should be expended for highway 
purposes.” He stated that Geor- 
gia should follow the lead of 15 
other states and insert a provi- 


sion in the constitution prohibit- | 


ing the diversion of gasoline taxes 
to any other purposes. 

“The surpluses now accumulat- 
ing in the state treasury come 
from special highway taxes,” 
Sparks said. He urged the deal- 
ers to consult the constitutional 
commission concerning the prohib- 
iting clause. 

Walter T. Etzel, assistant divi- 
sion manager of the Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration, Atlanta, said that since 
1921 Georgia motorists have paid 
almost $350,000,000 in_ special 
highway taxes of which more than 
55 millions have been diverted to 
other than highway purposes. 

Discussing the topic, “Oil Is Am- 
munition,” R. E. Hodgson, Atlan- 
ta district manager of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, said that “the 
Allies are floating to victory on 
a sea of oil.” He said that while

Rules of Behavior Are Smart 
If Behavior Brings a Profit 


A popular commentator says na- 
tional policy is a bad thing, lead- 
ing to chaos and strife, 

He says policy is a system of 
behavior, requiring independence 
and based on expediency. 

‘Well, what if itis? Is that bad? 

Suppose a man should establish 
a factory and wholesale business 
tc make and market peanut butter 
sandwiches and cheap candies. 

Before he begins operating he 
must have a domestic policy—that 
is, a set of rules by which to con- 
duct the inside affairs of the fac- 
tory and business. 

He must fix the working hours 
and wages of employes; make 
rules to keep the place sanitary 
and the product clean; set a 
standard for the purity of ingredi- 
ents used. This is necessary busi- 
ness policy, and certainly a good 
thing is the policy is good. 


But before he can do business— | 


before he begins to look for raw 
materials and advertise ‘his prod- 
uct and send out salesmen, he 
also needs a foreign policy—that 
is, a “system of behavior” or a 
set of rules for dealing with his 
sources of supply and his cus- 


tomers. 
Of course he could do without | 


different way, buying good mate- | 
rial from one producer and off. | 
grade material from another: mak- | 
ing one price to one customer and | 
cutting the price for another; but | 
word of this would soon get) 
around and he wouldn’t prosper 
long. 

Then, too, he might adopt an 


unselfish policy and make himself 
a combination easy-mark and San- 
ta Claus. He might pay producers 


more than they asked; refuse to 
compete with other factories, and 
sell to retailers at a loss. But he 
would soon go broke, unless his 
family had him locked up. 


The more reasonable assump- 
tion is that he would adopt a for- 
eign policy based on “enlightened 
self-interest.” 

That is the kind of foreign pol- 
icy the commentator most fears. 
But in what particular is it bad? 
Can.you name a successful indus- 
try or business man or farmer 
who doesn’t operate by it? 

It doesn’t mean that our sand- 
wich and candy man would carry 
a gun to intimidate the producers 


whe supply his raw materials, or 


that he would threaten to shoot 
his competitors, or that he would 
trick and cheat his customers. Dis- 
honesty is not “enlightened,” nor 
is any policy of bluster and treach- 
ery and knavery that eventually 
costs more than its temporary 
gain. Honesty is the best foreign 
policy.

Meanwhile, the Foundation said, 
in a review of 1943 activities, the 
development of the drug as a po- 
tent tool of medicine has reached 
a stage where the goal is synthetic 
‘reconstruction of penicillin.
